Anyone carefully 


observing the: drawing can readily complete the job of installing the subframe, top frame and sash. 


LOCATION... Select’ a location with good..sub-soil drainage, face south, preferably on the 


‘south side of your house, barn or other out-buildings so that it’will be protected from the north 


winds and where it will get the full benefit. of the sun’s rays. 


SIZE. The standard size Hot Bed Sash is 3 ft. x 6 ft. and there are moré of ‘this size: sash 


used than nearly all other’ sizes pe together. A hot bed can be made practically any length 
depending upon the number of sash used.’ It is generally considered that.a hot bed about 15 feet 
long is most convenient: 


CONSTRUCTION. Dig a pit about 2 ft. deep-and as long as’ you wish to’make the Hot: Bed. 
Board up the side with himber; material of anyple thickness preferred’ especially for the ground 
or sub-frame. Place manure in the pit, same must'be rich and fresh containing’ plenty of straw, 
and.is to be tamped down firmly,in layers until the total dépth is about 18 inchés or 20 inches. Hi 
is well to keep the manure’ in a-pile,and turn) over every day or so. for about a week so as te 
become thoroughly fermented and heated. This should be done before placing’in the’pit. Fro@: 
the front to the back of the Hot Bed Sash there shouldbe a slope of 4 inches or 5 inches, tig 
slope being toward the south, of course, as the Hot Bed. Sash will face south and being inclined as 
shown in illustration, itis also necessary: to incline the manure and soil that is:under'it, otherwise 
the’ distance fromthe glass tothe soil will not be! the same and the’ plants will not. grow uniform. 
After the manure-is placed in, put the: Hot: Bed Sash on. Leave them for 3‘or'4 days and then 


take rich soil amd cover it. » Let:it stand for 5 or 6 days or longer depending upon the temperature’ 


when same’ is: made to: permit. the soil to get warm and the weeds to start sprouting. The. soil 


should be a depth, of about 6 inches, making the distance between the top of the soil and the 


glass-4 inches which.may settle down so that the distance will be 6 or 7 inches. Make your Hot 
Bed about. two weeks before seeding. Sash must be raised a little every morning for ventilation. 
ase et allow any cold air to blow directly on the plants. At night close the sash to retain 
the heat.

HOW TO LAY THE CORRUGATED IRON ROOFING 

Begin to lay the sheets from the eaves, first cov- 
ering the lower left hand corner projecting one corru- 

gation over the side and from 2 to 4 inches over the 
eaves. Hammer the projecting side corrugation down 
against the edge of the sheathing, nailing it in place. 
Nail across the sheet near the eaves through the tops 
and alternate corrugations. 

Place second sheet to the right of the first, lap over 
one corrugation of the first sheet and with the same 
amount of eave projections. Nail the sheets where they 
lap and directly perpendicular through tops of the cor- 
rugation and about 8 inches apart. Nail also left to 
right across the entire length of the roof, then begin at 
the right to lay the second row in the same manner as 
first and so continue until the entire roofing is laid. 

When nailing across the lower ends of the sheets in 
the second row, put the nails so they will pass through 
both the first and second row, ete. 


HOW TO LAY THE CORRUGATED SIDING 


Begin at the left hand corner in applying the corru- |

_ water heating plant. It is certainly the best system you could 
| possibly install, and especially our Mereury Heat Cireulator 
_ System, which is’ positively the top notch of perfection in a 

system for heating residences. There is not a better system 

of heating known to engineering science at the present time 
than this Mereury System of heating and if there is a better 
system than this that could possibly be devised for heating an 
average size residence, it is yet to be discovered. 


When Steam is Best 

When the plant gets up into very large proportions, such as 
ig the ease when a very large theater, church or hotel building 
- is to be heated, hot water is not as practical a system as 
steam. For large buildings of this kind, where the plant has to 
< cover very large areas, steam is the most practical system to 
use, owing to the fact that radiation in far-off parts of the 
building ean be much more readily reached, and under these 

conditions, a steam system is the most reliable. 

The disadvantage about a steam plant is that: it requires 
much more attention than a hot water plant, and it is for this 
reason that we strongly recommend a hot water plant in prefer- 
ence to steam plant for heating residences. A 14-year-old boy 
ean, without any trouble whatever, fully attend to a hot water 
plant, while it takes some little experience and practice to 
properly run a steam plant. — 

If the pressure in a steam plant goes down below a certain 
point, you will be burning coal in the boiler, and no practical 
results will be obtained in heating your rooms. The pressure 

_ has’ to be kept up to a certain point, and if the radiator is 
not filled with steam, you will not. be getting any results, even 
though you are burning fuel in the boiler. You can get up’ heat 
qui¢ker with a steam plant than you can with a hot water 
plant, but our mercury heat cireulator System does away very 
considerably with the disadvantages in. connection with hot 
water plants, and it reduces the volume of water required in 

the system, which means quicker results from firing, ete. A 

steam plant is more sensitive than hot: water plant. It flue- 

tuates more, and it is for this reason that it requires mueh 
more attention in order to keep the pressure to the proper point. 

“Twice a day is: often enough to look after your hot water plant, 
_ and our boilers being of special construction with a very deep 

fire pot, they will hold fire for 12 hours at a time without any 
difficulty whatever.

in this case than the actual attention required by a plant. 
It only takes about from 20 minutes to three-quarters of an 
hour, depending on the size of the plant, to have an entire 
building warmed up after the fire is first started with a steam 
plant, while in a very large hot water plant, it would probably 
take several hours to get the rooms heated up to the desired’ 
temperature. 
In Chureh and Theater Buildings especially there are con- 
siderable periods of time during which there is no heat 
required and if the Building were heated with a hot water 
plant, it would be necessary to constantly maintain a fire in 
the boiler during severe weather to prevent the system from > 
freezing up, while with a steam plant, the water can be 


drained out of the entire system and there will be no danger 


of freezing, even though there is no fire in the boiler. 


Regulation 

When a steam plant gets down into a small size plant such 
as is necessary to heat an average size residence, the disad- 
vantages of a steam plant. outweigh its advantages to a very 
considerable extent. As we have already stated, it is a very 

, difficult matter to secure steady regulation and especially to 
keep your rooms up to the full temperature over night. This 
disadvantage is, of course, overcome to the greatest possible

This device is of such vital impor- 
tance to the successful working of our 
hot water heating system, that it would 
be a very serious oversight if we did 
not give some detailed information of 
the principles on which it works and 
the theory of its operation in these 
pages. 

The purpose of this device, as you 
are probably already aware, is to keep 
a pressure on the water in the system 
at all times, This pressure is main- 
tained by a column of mercury about 20 
inches high, which is contained in the 
device, and as this column of mercury 
is always pressing upon the water in 
the system, this serves the purpose and 
gives us the pressure desired, which is 
about 10 Ibs. to ‘the square inch. 

You will probably ask at this point, 
“But what is the object of this pres- 
sure? Of what advantage is it to the 
system? It is not equal in all direc- 
tions. Therefore, how can it be a ben- 
efit to the circulation of the system?” 
We do not put forth any such ridicu- 
lous claim as to say that this pressure 
of 10 lbs. on the water directly forces 
the water through. the pipes at a rapid 
rate. A statement of this kind> would 
stand beyond the bounds of reason, as 
the pressure is certainly: equal in all 
directions and there would be no direct 
motion produced in the water by this 
statie pressure in itself. 

What we do claim, however, is that 
this pressure operates in an indirect 
way to increase the circulation in the 
system, whicn we will explain later. 
zj j It is a well-known and established 
‘physical law that the temperature at which water will start to 
oil varies directly as the pressure upon the water. 

Under ordinary conditions, there is no pressure upon the water 
except that of the atmosphere, which is about 14 lbs, to the sq. 
‘inch, and water at this pressure boils at approximately 212 
degrees Fahrenheit. If we increase the pressure en the water 
about 10 Ibs., the water will not start to boil into steam until 
235 degrees are reached, and if we increase the pressure still 
‘further, the boiling’ point would be increased still further, and 
‘so on, all the way up to 240 or 275, etc., according as the pres- 
sure increases, ; 
- This law could hardly be demonstrated in a more practical way 
than the experience tourists have many times xeported when 
traveling in very high altitudes. 
_ For instance, mountain climbers have found it impossible to 
cook potatoes on top of. a very high mountain where the atmos- 
phere pressure was so slight that the water would boil at a very 
low temperature, probably 180 degrees or so, and this tempera- 
ture, of course, being entirely too low to produce any effect what- 
ever on the potatoes, it would be impossible to cook them. 
- This is simply a further demonstration of the law as explained 
above; that is, that the point at which water boils varies directly 
as the pressure upon it. 
If you reduce the amount of atmospheric pressure on the 
water, of course, the boiling point will be reduced in proportion, 
. For instance, water in an absolute vacuum would boil at a 
comparatively very low temperature and it would take very little 
et heat to get the water to change into steam. 
. These are the general principles which have been taken advan- 
‘tage of in our Mercury Heat Circulator. 
You have, by this time, probably already surmised the great 
advantage which we get ina hot water system by using this 
pressure, which, of course, means hotter water in the system

The great trouble with steel boilers is 
that, owing to the intense heat of the fire, 
the connections at the end of the flues, 
where they are corked against the’ steel 
boiler plate, are bound to deteriorate in a 
very short time, and it will not be very 
long until you have a leaking boiler on 
your hands and one which will be a con- 
stant source of trouble and annoyance. 
Then it is a matter of putting in new flues, 
an expense of probably twenty-five or fifty 
dollars at least. Probably the shell of the 
boiler will stand for two or three sets of. 
flues, but at the most about six to eight 
years is as much as you can ever expect 
out of a steel boiler, and at the end of that 
time it is practically good for nothing but 
the scrap pile. 


No Flues to Be 
Renewed 


On the other hand, compare the cast iron 
boiler. You will never have to put in any 
new flues. There is absolutely nothing about the entire boiler 
that can possibly deteriorate. Cast iron is practically rust 
proof, and when you put the boiler up it is. there for a lifetime. 
You may have to put in new grates or something of that nature 
once in a while, but aside from this minor expense, your invest- 
ment is a permanent one and one on which there will be abso- 
lutely no depreciation whatever. 

As far as the rest of the plant is concerned, the piping and 
fittings, etc., are of course not subject to such severe service 
as the boiler, where the intense heat is, and they are certainly 
good for a lifetime. ;

These grates posi- 
tively prevent any dead. corners in these 
boilers, as any ashes that might collect 
in these corners will always find its way 
down, and once it reaches these grinding 
grates, it is bound to be discharged into 
the ash box.

The flushing mechanism could not possibly be further simplified. We show herewith diagram views, 
showing the interior construction of the arrangement of the parts which operate the flushing mechanism.

As the use of gasoline engines increases many purchasers have come to prefer the air cooled engine because the water tank and 
cooling water is not required, avoiding the possibility of a cracked cylinder and the expense of replacement, No matter how gerekay one 
may be, there is always a possibility of forgetting to drain off the water in the cylinder.
